AN ACT to incorporate the Sinsinawn Female Academy.
The people of the State of Wisconsin represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows :
Szeriox 1. Seraphina McNulty, Emiline Ruteen, Clora Conway
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Elizabeth Disney and their associates and successors are hereby created &
body corporate and politic for educational purposes by the name of «Sin-
sinawa Female Académy” and by that name to remain in perpetual suc-
cession with full power to sueand be sued, to acquire hold and comvey
proi)erty real and‘personal; and to make by laws as they shall judge neces-
sary for 'the government of their academy : Provided such by-laws are not
inconsistent with the constitution and laws of the United States or of this
state, and to appomt all officers for the same.

8Ec. 2. The board of trustees of Sinsinawa female academy shail con-
sist of three members with power to increase their number to five: and
three of them shall be a quorum for the ttansaction of business.

Szc. 3. Said fema'e academy shall be erected in the vicinity of Sinsin-
awa Mound Grant county Wisconsin.

Sec. 4. This female academy in its corporate name may hold real
estate no!. to exceed the value of twenty thousand doliars.

~ Sgc. 5. This act may be aitered amended or repealed by any future
legislature of the state of Wisconsin.

Skc. 6. No religious tenets or opinions shall be requisite to entitle any
person to be admitted as a student in said academy, and no student of said
academy shall be required to attend religious worship in any particular de-
nomination.
